BOOKS ON SEX EDUCATION AND HYGIENE 



The following list of books has been prepared with much care for the 
use of parents, teachers, and all who are concerned with the wdfare of 
young people. The books are all in the Brooldine Public Library, and 
nearly every one has been read by the compiler of this list to make sure 
that it is worthy to be recommended. While it cannot be said that the 
books are perfect, they are a great improvement on those of earlier 
date, and they are written in a direct style, free from sentimentality 
and sensation. A few of them, such as those by Dr. Hall and Dr. 
Latimer could hardly be improved. If certain books on the list fall 
below this high standard, it is because the subject b inadequately 
treated, not because of any objectionable features. Good books for 
the instruction of girls are very few, none is thoroughly satisfactory 
except Dr. Latimer's "Girl and Woman," and this is scarcely elemen- 
tary enough for very young girls to read themselves. 

New books on sex education are appearing constantly, and care will 
be taken to buy the best of these, which may in time replace some of 
the less satisfactory titles on this list. As it stands, however, it rep- 
resents the best literature on the subject that we have been able to 
find at the present date.

MAGAZINES AND NEWSPAPERS. 

Except to the constant frequenters of our Reading Room the re- 
sources of the Library in periodical literature are too little known. 
Perhaps it may encourage more general use of this very important 
part of our library to note here that we have on file in Gardner Hall 
11 daily and 4 weekly newspapers, and 159 magazines. The news- 
papers include, beside Boston and Brookline papers, the New York 
Times, Sun, and Tribune, the Springfield Republican, and the weekly 
issue of the London Times. The magazines include, beades the well- 
known monthlies and weeklies of a general character, a large number 
on special subjects, for instance the list devoted to art and architecture 
numbers 14 ; to country life and gardening, 6 ; to outdoor sports and recrea- 
tion, 5; to mechanics and engineering, 7. There are also single maga- 
zines dealing with business methods, stenography, photography, birds, 
nursing and cooking, and many other subjects. 

The current numbers of these magazines are, with a few exceptions 
on open shelves or tables in Gardner Hall, and back numbers are kept 
in cases near the Delivery Desk. Back dumbers may be drawn for 
home use on the regular borrower's card.
